REVIEW OF THE YEAR. 











Presenting the readers of THE JOURNAL 
with the annual résumé of events, the following 
review will.close the chapter for 1881. 


The Paper Trade. 


Although paper manufacturers have not te 
ceived as high prices for their product at any 
time in the past year as ruled during the “‘ boom” 
of the year previous, yet with the little lower 
range of sand the steadiness of the market, 
which ha characteristic features, busi- 
ness has been surer and more satisfactory to all 
concerned, and it is a question whether the 
inereased consumption of paper during the 
past year, compared with the year preceding, 
notwithstanding the falling off in prices, has 
not returned to most manufacturers greater 
profit. The demand for paper during 1881 was 
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cope writings, 18@19c.; fines, 15@18e. ; = 
gine-sized, 11}4¢@15ic.; No. 1 light weight 
manillas, 10@11e. ; No. 1 heavy weight do., 84¢@ 
9c., and straw wrappings, 3@4c. Nothing of 
special interest is to be noted during the three 
subsequent months. In April there was an im- 
provement in the demand. The West and North 
had been cut off from this market so long, owing 
to the severity of the weather, that stocks in 
those sections had become reduced, and our 
market was drawn upon to replenish them. 
Buyers at this time, who had been holding off 
for still lower prices, became impressed with 
the stability of prices, and began to order with 
greater confidence. This improvement in the 
demand checked any further decline in prices 
during the succeeding months of spring until 
midsummer, when the drought sustained the 
market for a long time, subsequently imparting 
strength to the market during the dull season of 
the year, and prices ruled very steady. Many 
manufacturers took large orders in the summer 
months to make up paper for delivery in the 
fall, but when the time came most of them were 
found with many unexecuted orders on their 
hands. While in many instances higher prices 
were paid, no marked advance was established, 
except in straw wrappings, which went up to 
3¢@4'¢c., and of $5 per ton in straw boards, 
Animproved demand during the fall, and the 
drought lasting until about the beginning of No- 
vember, served to sustain the market to the 
close of the year. It is probable that but for 
the drought during the summer and fall months, 
prices would have ruled even lower than during 
the depression in 1879, when they were the lowest 
experienced in a long number of years. As 
compared with the beginning of the year, prices 
at the close show a decline of }¢@lc. in super- 
sized and calendered book papers, }¢c. in ma- 
chine finished do., }{@%c. in news, 1@1\¢c. in 
fine, superfine and engine-sized writings, and 
}¢@le. in manillas, straw wrappings alone ré- 
maining as quoted at the beginning of the year. 


Jute Butts. 


Daring the year 1881 the market was charac- 
terized by an increased and constantly increas- 
ing consumption, the principal increase being in 
paper qualities, prices of which were on January 
1, 1881, 2 9-16c., declining in February to 2 7-16c., 
rising in March to 244@2 9-16c., steady at same 
in April, rising to 25<c. in May ; June, 2%c.; 
July, 2 13-16c.; August, 234@2 13-16c.; Septem- 
ber, 28 @2 13-16c. ; October, same, 234 @2 13-16c. ; 
November, 2 11-16 @2%{c. ; December, 25 @2 
11-16c., and closing at 2%{c. The sales of new 
crop for future delivery have been very large, 
at prices ranging from 2}¢ to 25c. for paper 
quality, and 2% to 8c. The market at the close 
was somewhat unsettled by the reported large 
shipments from Calcutta in December—some 
60,000 bales. The appended tables show the 
comparative prices for each month of 1881, 1880, 
and 1879, with quotations ruling on January 1, 
1882, besides the imports and consumption for 
the last three years, compiled from figures fur- 
nished by Henry H. Crocker & Co, and Cabot, 
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Bowles & Co., brokers in East India goods, New 
York :

Wood Pulp. 

Owing to the high prices ruling for rags and 
the large and increasing demand for a cheaper 
raw material, manufacturers of wood pulp were 
enabled to secure good prices for their product, 
and any fluctuations occurring throughout the 
year were regulated almost wholly by the ad- 
vance or decline in rags. Quotations at the be- 
ginning of the year were 3@3c. for ground 
spruce, 2}¢@2%{c. for poplar, and 5@5%c. for 
bleached chemical fibre. In March, owing to the 
lower prices of cotton rags, ground pulp manu- 
facturers, in order to find a market for their pro- 
duct, reduced their prices to the basis of 244@ 
2%ce. for spruce, while the demand for chemical 
fibre continued so large as to sustain previous 
prices, while later on in the year an advance to 
5i¢c. for the best qualities of bleached was es- 
tablished and held until the close. The varia- 
tion in price since the beginning of 1881 was a 
decline of 4c. in spruce, 4 @c. in poplar, and 
an advance of ic. in bleached chemical fibre. 

Foreign Rags and Paper Stock, 

There was a very large falling off in the im- 
ports of rags and paper stock at the port of New 
York during 1881, as compared with 1880, but a 
considerable increase in manilla stocks.

The year opened with a quiet but firm market 
and a fair demand for low and medium grades 
of linens. The moderate requirements of manu- 
facturers were met in a great measure by ample 
supplies on hand, a large part of which was left 
over from the “‘ boom” of 1880, The markets 
abroad were high, and the views of our manu- 
facturers and foreign packers were wide apart. 
In the latter part of January there were some 
good-sized speculative sales of high grade linens 
bought for an advance. The limited supply of 
Leghorns in the market at this time was held by 
a few strong parties. There was an increased 
inquiry just about then for blue cottons, but, 











| under which higher prices were asked here, and 








not being within 4}@¥c. of the cost of importa- 
tion, no large transactions were made. The 
offers on waste papers were very low, and these 
showed very little animation. There was very 
little change from this condition of the market 
during the three subsequent months. Cotton 
stock continued to offer freely in April, and the 
markets both at home and abroad were far 
apart, with little or no chance to make importa- 
tions at the then obtainable prices, except on 
specialties of extra brands. Most of the stock 
arriving then was consigned, and showed loss to 
the shippers. In the latter part of May there 
was some improvement in the market for both 
the higher grades of linens and cottons, and 
waste papers had a better movement, in- 
quiries having been made for round lots 
of regular grades of the lower class of 
stock. In June the improvement gained 
the month previous was lost, the shutting down 
by the Water Power Company, at Holyoke, for 
a week was reflected on the paper stock market 
by a lessened demand which was felt throughout 
the trade. Business during June and July was 
confined chiefly to lots for future delivery, and 
the sales on spot were quite limited. It some 
instances there was a little more firmness shown 
in English cottons, but the limited business done 
in linens was at about the same range of prices 
which had ruled for some time. In August 
there was an advance abroad in Russian linens, 































ia ness, and c ns were also slig 
in the market during October, but the increased 
firmness of the foreign markets and the light 
supplies of desirable stock on this side sustained 





| holders for firm prices. The drought was 


broken too late in the season to bring about 
much improvement in the demand, as the time 
of the year was about at hand when manufac- 
turers did not usually anticipate their require- 
ments to any great extent. The year closed 
with moderate business in progress and a firm 
market, and a prospect of a healthy trade for 
the coming year, with a probable range of 
steady prices. 
Domestic Rags. 


The year opened with a quiet but firm market, 
the high prices asked for foreign stock tending 
to sustain the packers and holders of domestic. 
The market throughout the year, owing to the 
fairly ample supply, has been subject to much 
less of fluctuation than in foreign stock, and 
quotations at the close of the year show very 
little, if any,difference in No. 1 whites from what 
ruled at the beginning, but in the lower grades, 
seconds, and No. 2 whites show a decline of 
about }¢ to %c. Although in February the de 
mand a still limited, the supply from the 
country dealers was somewhat restricted by the 
difficulty of collection, owing to the stormy 
weather, and a slight advance was established 
in No. 2 whites. Some large contracts were 
made about this time for this grade for delivery 
in March and the early spring months at about 
8c. No. 1 whites also became scarce, and the 
limited supply was mostly held at 5c. For the 
next sixty days there was very little variation 
in the market as regards the demand or values. 
In April, with the resumption of navigation, sup- 
plies came into the market in larger quantities, 
and prices weakened so that No. 2 whites were 
sold down to 2c. in large quantities for delivery 
during May and June. The supply of all grades 
increased with the advance of the season, and 
offerings of the medium and lowest grades con- 
tinued to be made at still lower prices, until sup- 
plies of seconds accumulated so largely that 
they were sold down to 134@1}¢c. The market 
East for Western stock also experienced a heavy 
decline thirds and blues selling at 3c., we. 1 
whites offered at 5c., delivered East; No. 2 2 do, 
at 44/c., and Southern Mixed Cottons at 2c. An 
increased demand was confidently looked for at 
the beginning of the fall, but in this there was 
disappointment, as the market during the re- 
mainder of the year did not recover from the 
dull and weak condition of the spring and sum- 
mer. The year closed with a very moderate in- 
quiry, and supplies of No. 1 Whites very limited; 
but other grades were in full supply, prices 
ruling steady. 

Rope and Bagging. 

The year opened with a weak and quiet mar- 
ket for gunny bagging and all other classes of 
jute stock, sales of prime No. 1 Manchester 
having been made as low as 2%¢c., and good 
being freely offered at 24¢c., while English ma- 
nilla rope was quoted at 3c. and domestic do. at 







33¢c. In March, owing to the small supply of 










25¢c., English rope to 3}<c., and domestic do. to 
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ao The drought epetiind against any great activity 
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good bagging here, the market became a little 
firmer, and No. 1 Manchester was advanced to 


3i{c., but the lower price of jute butts attracted 
manufacturers, and bagging became neglected, 
so that values were merely nominal, and the 
general character of the market throughout the 
year from this time on changed very little, not- 
withstanding the subsequent advance in jute 
butts here, and the increased firmness in the 
English markets, where sales in many in- 
stances exceeded the price offered here 
by ke. @ Kc. In July very large sales 
of damaged jute butts were made, and 
this had a very depressing effect upon the 
demand for bagging, there being a difference in 
price at this time between prime jute butts and 
No. 1 English bagging of }{c. Even this did not 
attract buyers for the latter. The great differ- 
ence between the prices of gunny bagging and 
jute butts this year, and the comparatively light 
demand for the former at the extremely low 
price at which it has ruled, is a feature in the 
jute market almost without a precedent in former 
years. It is not likely that bagging or any other 
jute stock will again rule at the high prices of 
the past few years, owing to the large and in- 
creasing consumption of wood pulp, which can 
always be made and sold at a profit to the 
manufacturer for a price below which the im- 
euuie of bagging would he unprofitable.

ened, hard white shavings dropping to 454 @4%c., 
soft do, to 44%@4c., and folded news was of- 
fered freely at 14%} @2c. Prices continued to fall 
off oc. 1 Jrne, when the bottom was about 
reached, solid book stock selling at 3c., hard 
white shavings at 4i/c., soft do. at 334@4c., and 
folded news at 1%c. There was no subsequent 
recovery in prices, and quotations ruled very 
steadily during the last half of the year. At 
the close there was a very quiet market, sup- 
plies of most every grade, with one or two ex- 
ceptions, being in excess of the demand, and 
values barely steady. Quotations on December 
31 were: folded news, 1%c,; hard white shav- 
ings, 4@4%c. ; soft white do., 3}¢@4c.; solid 
blank and printed books, 3@3}<¢c.; pure manil- 
las, 23 @2%c., and light boots stock, 144@1%c. 


Chemitale. 

The market for chemicals during the past 
year was characterized by wide and frequent 
fluctuations in price. In the latter part of Jan- 
uary caustic soda and most other paper-making 
chemicals advanced in price, owing to the shut- 
ting down of the principal works in Lancashire 
in consequence of a strike among the colliers. 
Prices at that time, based on actual sales, were 
$1.20@1.30 for bleaching powders, $1.62}¢ for 
soda ash, $3.40 for 70 per cent. caustic soda, 
$1.25 for sal soda, and 2;@2ic. for lump 
and ground alum. The Newcastle market be- 
coming excited, this circumstance was taken 
advantage of by speculators here who obtained 
control of most of the stock, and carried prices 
still higher in February, bleach quoting at $1.45 
@1.55; soda ash, $1.70, and 70 per cent.; caustic 
soda, $3.50. Manufacturers, at these quota- 
tions, bought very cautiously, and only to meet 
early and pressing necessities. The excited state 
of the English market was of short duration, as 
early in March theré was a resumption of work 
in the chemical factories, which had a weaken- 
ing influence upon prices here, and stocks were 
offered with great freedom, and bleach rapidly 
declined to $1.10@1.20, soda ash to $1.60, 
caustic soda, $3.42)¢, and sal soda to $1.15. 
There was a very light demand during April 
and May, and in the latter month the lowest 
prices of the year were reached for bleach, 
which ranged in this market at $1.05@1.15, and 
sold at 95c.@$1 at Boston. In June, under the 
influence of a more favorable market in Eng- 
land and a hardening of prices, greater strength 
was imparted to values here, bleach advancing 
to $1.124¢@1.25, and soda ash to $1.60. This ad- 
vance was lost in July, as the demafid Jell off 
and the supply was largely increased by heavy 
shipments, bleach dropping to $1.10, and 
soda ash to §$1.5744. The fluctuations un- 
til October were very few, when bleach 
gradually stiffened up to $1.15@1.18%4, soda ash 
to $1.60, and sal soda, becoming very scarce, 
sold to a limited extent at $1.45@1.50. In No- 
vember spot parcels of sal soda were easier 
under increased receipts, and sales were made 
at the range of $1.375¢@1.45. Alum was in 
good active demand throughout the year, most 
of the manufacturers being engaged on con- 
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tracts. Lump and ground were firmly quoted 
at 2(@2%c. at the close, being an advance of 
Je. on the price at the first of the year. The 
market at the close was generally quiet and 


weak, bleach quoting at $1.35@1.42), soda ash 


$1.60, caustic soda $3.40, and sal soda at $1.25.

Thus it hap- 
pens that, with the rivers and canals full, the 
wieels are often unable to run for hours at a 
time for want of water. This trouble is only

irs, at this season, a few hoursor days with- 

t work would not be noticed much, but now 
no one wants to stop a minute, every wheel and 
machine being pushed to the utmost. 

The past year has been a prosperous one for 
» trade. Paper has been in good demand and 
is remained at a steady, paying price, while 
ere have been but few commercial disasters to 
affect the paper business. Nothing suits the 

inufacturers better than steady prices, and 
the present general rates have now ruled so long 
that they seem to be almost established. This 
will be all but a necessity when we come to ex- 
port paper in large quantities, for foreign buyers 
have become accustomed to the almost fixed 
prices of English papers, and like to know just 
how they can duplicate their orders. 

The year 1881 has done much for Holyoke in 
the way of material improvement, perhaps more 
than for any city or town in the State in pro- 
portion to its size. The new buildings, mills, 
business blocks, and dwellings erected are es- 
timated to be worth $1,000,000, and midwinter 
sees many such enterprises still in progress. In 
some cases contractors could not get workmen 
enough, aud now jobs have been begun this win- 
ter for fear the rush for men will be greater 
than ever next summer. Wages and many 
building materials have been higher than during 
1880, and there is no indication that they are go- 
ing down another season. The paper industry 
has received several additions, among which the 
Syms & Dudley two-machine engine-sized mill, 
is the most important. This is said to be the best 
planned and constructed mill for its pur- 
pose in the couatry, and since it has been started 
its equipment is proving to be as good as*the 
mill itself. The Valley Company has nearly 
completed a large addition to its mill which will 
double its capacity, and which will be the 
first new mill for fine paper in the city 
for ten years. The Riverside mill has 
received a good many improvements and is now 
in excellent condition for work. The Parsons 
Company has done a good thing in thoroughly 
repairing the old Mount Tom Mill, so that now it 
isas good as ever, the whole structure, indeed, 
being new, except the outer brick walls. The 
upper portion is occupied by the Hampden 
Glazed Paper and Card Company, in which the 
owners of the building are interested, and the 
Parsons Company has occupied the lower part, 
and begun the manufacture of a superior kind 
of bond paper. The Albion Mill has increased 
its capacity, and almost every company in the 
city has put itself in condition to make more 
paper than ever. If the prosperous business 
times continue, Holyoke will send out an average 
of 150 tons of paper a day throughout the year 
1882, 

The Springfield Republican said the other day 
that the commercial history of the year 1881 had 
two black spots locally—the failure of the Spring- 
field Silk Company and the collapse of the Massa- 
chusetts Paper Company. The first meeting of 
the creditors of the latter concern was held in 
Springfield yesterday, and A. J. Smith, for- 
merly secretary of the Massachusetts Mutual 
Life Insurance Company, was chosen assignee. 
Claims amounting to $31,700 were proved. The 
Supreme Court of the State held a hearing at 
Boston, Saturday, on the petition of the City 
National Bank of Springfield, for a stay of in- 
solvency proceedings in the case of Philo Cline. 
The judge refused to grant the injunction on 
the ground that Cline is not a citizen of Massa- 
chusetts, and there will be another hearing in 
April. This will not affect the insolvency pro- 
ceedings. It is said that if the bank does not 
gain this case and secure its $10,000 attachment, 
it will try to fall back on its mortgage of $15,000. 
Either, if successful, will shut the other creditors 
ut of about all the assets of the concern. The 
other stock dealers in this vicinity do not hesi- 
tate about expressing their satisfaction that 
they are now free from the unfair competition 
under which they labored for the past year or 
two, They say that it was up hill work selling 
by the side of another concern which would 
habitually dispose of goods for a fraction of a 
cent a pound less than they cost. 

Small-pox has occasioned one or two deaths 
the past week, but it is gradually dying out. 
Northampton, some miles north of this city, has 
had a case of the dread disease, and it did not 
come from Holyoke. 

John O’Brien, an employee at Whiting Paper 
Mill No, 2, and a young man of excellent char- 
acter, died of consumption the other day, and 
was buried with honors by the Hibernian So- 
ciety, of which he was a member. H.

ANNUAL MEETING. 

The seventh annual meeting of the Station- 
ers’ Board of Trade was held at its rooms in 
Nassau street, this city, on Tuesday last. The

The President, Willy Wallach, occupied the 
chair and stated the object of the meeting. The 
Secretary then read the minutes of the last an- 
nual meeting, after which the Chairman sub- 
mitted his report as follows : 


GENTLEMEN OF THE STATIONERS’ BoaRD oF TRADE. 
—On this our seventh annual meeting we may safely 
assert that our corporation stands upon a sound 
foundation and that its continuation is secured. 

Again I can report that our membership has in- 
creased, and that we commence the current year 
with three additional members. The business in- 
trusted to us has been managed as formerly, and 
nothing unusual or very important has presented 
itself. Our Secretary and his assistants have had 
their time fully occupied, and the separate reports 
which will be submitted to you furnish evidence that 
our usefulness has not decreased, that our financial 
condition is sound and that we are trying to make 
our services more and more valuable to our mem- 
bers. Our records have been largely extended and 
the existing ones carefully revised, and I honestly 
believe that in this respect we are equal, if not 
superior, to the best of our mercantile agencies. 

Our Collection Bureau, though not as generally and 
largely used by the members as it might be, has 
done good service, and the attorneys we have selected 
have in the main proved efficient and satisfactory. 

The Arbitration Committee has had some important 
cases submitted for its action and decision, and has, 
by its earnest efforts to ascertain the true facts and 
to render justice, obtained the approval of all inter- 
ested parties. The recommendation, in my last 
year’s report, to consider the propriety of allowing 
the members of the committee a compensation for 
their services has not been acted upon. I therefore 
renew the same, and hope that the new Board of 
Trustees will give this matter a careful considera- 
tion. 


I trust the new Board will also continue the efforts 
made by the present one to obtain a general bank- 
ruptcy law. 

We have had the average number of failures in our 
trade, and if our Secretary has not made as many 
investigations during the last year as he has in for- 
mer years, it has not been for want of opportunities, 
but because he could not be spared from the office. 
During bis absence the direct responsibility for, and 
a considerable part of, the work of the management, 
devolves upon the President. It can not be expected 
that this officer will be able, if he is willing, to devote 
the time required to the business of our corporation 
It seems to me, therefore, necessary that an addi- 
tional officer should be appointed, whose special duty 
it should be to make the necessary investigation in 
cases of failures, and supervise the settlement of the 
same. It would, in my opinion, only be fair that 
the members directly interested in such cases should 
pay not only the traveling expenses but also for the 
services of such an officer. They could feel assured 
that a thorough examination would be made, and at 
a much less expense than if each house would send 
its own representative. 

I consider it also advisable that members should, 
in cases of failures, transfer their claims to the cor- 
poration; so that, should it become necessary to sue, 
all claims could be united in one suit. This would 
greatly facilitate the management. At present, 
though the conducting is virtually left to our office, 
it is a very delicate and unpleasant responsibility to 
decide on money matters for other parties, without 
being directly authorized to do so. 

I must also call the attention of the Board to the 
fact that our charter gives us a wider scope for activ- 
ity than we have as yet availed ourselves of. Arti- 
cle IL. enumerates among the objects of our corpora- 
tion, ** The fostering of trade and commerce; to pro- 
tect it from unjust and unlawful exactions; to re- 
form abuses in trade, and to produce uniformity and 
certainty in the customs and usages of trade.” 

The laws of some States compelling commercial 
travelers to pay special taxes and take out licenses, 
the propriety of making charges for packing-cases 
and cartage, the extent and length of credits are all 
matters of general interest tothe trade, and which 
belong properly under above headings. Individual 
members are powerless to regulate the same, but we, 
as a corporation, can do much to the solution of such 
question. 

I believe I express the opinion of all the trustees in 
stating that the business of our office has been trans- 
acted to our full satisfaction, and I close with the 
wish that the new year will be a prosperous one to us 
in our corporate as well as in our individual capacity. 

At the conclusion the chairman made explana- 
tory remarks on certain passages of the report. 
The report of the Finance Committee was then 
read by the chairman, Geo. L. Pease, as follows :

the manufacturers and dealers with whom they have 
been trading, thereby giving a full and clear photo- 
graph or picture of their financial strength and style 
of doing business, whether prompt or slow, honor- 
able or dishonorable. 

This clear and accurate information, open to all 


members, is appreciated by many, and in some in- 
stances made the sole basis for giving credit. Your 
Committee would suggest that the few members who 
do not avail themselves of this privilege and use our 
office, certainly should look into the merits of same 
and take advantage of the information there given. 

Of the written statements made by dealers we 
have on file 651. 

In the Collection Bureau we have now about 500 
regularly employed attorneys, scattered all over the 
United States and Canada, who not only collect 
claims for us, but furnish us with much valuable in- 
formation 


During the year we have received 842 claims for 
collection, representing $92,768.76, of which we have 
collected and paid over to members $38,526.21, leaving 


now in process of collection over $50,000. In addi- 
tion to the above, the bankruptcy department has 
received the past year 86 cases for adjustment, inves- 


tigation and settlement; 20 of these have been closed 
up, 5 through assignees and 15 by compromise. At 
the beginning of the year we had 36 unsettled cases, 
9o0f which we have finished up, leaving now in the 
office, 93 unsettled. 

The amount collected has been over $40,000, which, 
with amount obtained through the collection bureau, 
gives a total of $78,604.25 paid over to our members. 

In this department there has been written about 
1,000 letters, and an equal number received. And in 
the collection bureau, 5,175 letters sent out and 2,704 
received; and in all departments there has been re- 
ceived 5,400 letters, and written and sent out 8,175, 
besides 13,911 circulars. The fees for the office ob- 
tained from collections for the year have been 
$889.05. 

This work has been performed by nine regular 
clerks in the office and our secretary.

FOLLOWING our usual custom, we review 
the course of trade for the year last ended, 
and present a summary of items of most 
particular interest to our readers. 





THE facts presented in our annual review 
are sufficient comment on the history of 
the American paper trade for the year 1881. 
We do not need to go over the ground again, 
but taking a general glance over the fea- 
tures of the year, we find a few things 
which seem to deserve attention.

What was the Trouble with the Wet 
Felt? 





WALESVILLE, N. Y., January 3, 1882. 
To the Editor of The Journal: 

In one of your late issues 1 saw the question 
asked by a ‘‘ New Hand,” What would be con- 
sidered a fair running time for a wet felt? In 
your last I saw the question answered by ‘“ P.”

some other correspondent. 

If it has been, then Iam behind the times. I 
wish to ask both “ P.” and ‘‘ W.” what they con- 
sider a fair test? Is it the running time of the 
felt, or is it the amount of paper made? Does 
speed have anything to do with it? Does it 
make any difference what kind of paper you 
make? Some years ago the writer worked for 
a person who claimed that he had one machine 
tender that kept a felt in eight months. After 
investigation I found it to be a fact; but I found 
also that for seven months of that time the ma- 
chine did not run, Was that a fair test? Dur-

First we weut for the felt beater, 
and put in new arms, then examined every roll 
on the machine ; but that would not stop it. 
Then we changed the cylinder: but that would 
not do, and at last we took out the press rolls, 
and had them ground by the patent process. All 
to no purpose, the same thing continued until the 
weather got colder and the trouble stopped. 

I would like to ask “‘ P.” or ‘‘ W.” or any one 
else if they think that the water had anything 
to do with it? If not, what was the trouble ?

How to Do It. 


To the Editor of The Journal: 

If ‘‘New Hand” will observe the following 
he will prolong the length of time a wet felt will 
last : 

In putting on a new wet felt adjust the rolls 
so that the blue line will run straight or parallel 
with the press rolls, and keep the worm rolls 
wound so that the felt will in running keep its 
original width ; by so doing the press rolls will 
do better work in pressing and save unnecessary 
weighting on levers, &c. 

If the press rolls are not true, so as to bear 
evenly, it will be economy to send them to a shop 
and put them in order ; the saving of felts will 
soon pay for the job. The slice in front of the 
coucher, if not properly made and set, will soon 
wear the nap off of a felt and make an old felt 
of it in a short time. The felt beater will also 
make trouble if it is not made and run right. A 
felt beater should whip as little as possible and 
keep the felt clean. By having a strong pressure 
in the shower pipe unnecessary felt beating will 
be obviated. 

The ends of a felt beater should be made so as 
to set in when running on narrow sheets, thus 
making less whipping and avoiding stretching 
the edges of a felt, whereby it becomes necessary 
to tighten up on the stretch roll, and run the felt 
very tight in order to keep the edges from 
wrinkling and cutting in passing through the 
press rolls. A felt should be run reasonably 
loose, and the stretch roll should be tightened as 
it is necessary to take up theslack, as it stretches 
by wear from time totime. The cylinder—if a 
cylinder machine—should not be packed so as to 
require two jackass power to turn it. All rolls 
and cylinder should revolve free and easy ; this 
will help to prevent the stretching of the felt. 

Lastly, ‘‘ New Hand”’ would do well to attend 
to his wet felt himself, or trust it to an old hand, 
and not leave it in care of boys to attend to 
while perhaps he is at dinner or called away. 
If ‘‘ New Hand” has not the ‘‘ experience to mix 
with common sense,” try strict attention to busi- 
ness, ingenuity, keep his eyes open, and mix this 
with common sense, and no doubt “* New Hand” 
will soon be an “‘old hand” and master of the 
situation.

EASTERN STATES. 


Three engines of extra size, and whose boilers 
and shafts weigh 8,000 pounds each, are nearly 
completed for the New Hampshire Chemical 
Pulp Company, at Bristol, N. H. 

The Cheshire Mill, at East Jeffrey, N. H., has 
been purchased by George A. Shepard, who will 
continue to use it for the manufacture of pulp 
for the present. 

The Excelsior Paper Mill, Holyoke, Mass., shut 
down on Friday evening of last week on account 
of back-water. 

The Hampshire Paper Company, South Had- 
ley Falls, Mass., is to build a boiler-house with a 
chimney 112 feet high. 

John Roberts & Son, Waltham, Mass., have 
added one 500-pound engine and one 54-inch 
cylinder machine, thereby increasing their prod- 
uct to 8,000 pounds of sheathing and wrapping 
paper every twenty-four hours. 


The Seymour Paper Company, Windsor Locks, 
Conn., is putting in a large new steam boiler 
similar to its others. 

The agent for the Winnipiseogee Paper Com- 
pany, Franklin, N. H., has recently purchased a 
600-acre tract of timber land in Wentworth, on 
which it is estimated there is 4,000,000 feet of 
spruce lumber. Three thousand cords will be 
shipped to Franklin this winter, to be manufac- 
tured into pulp. 

The new mill at Versailles, Conn., which re- 
placed the burned Obenaur, is running night 
and day. 

The Yantic Paper Company’s mill, which was 
stopped a good deal during the summer by the 
drought, is now running full and on extra time 
to make up. 

The Bradford Paper Company, Bradford, Vt., 
owning the mill formerly run by Daniel Hurl- 
but, is manufacturing wrappings, making a 
specialty of medium and bogus manillas and 
grocers’ green wrapping. 





MIDDLE STATES. 


F. G. Tilton & Co., Fort Edward, N. Y., have 
added a five-roll stack of calenders anda Jor- 
dan engine to their plant. 

The mill at New Hope, Pa., is running night 
and day. A foundation is being laid for a new 
84-inch Fourdrinier machine which will probably 
be set up this month. A new boiler-house has 
been built, and is about completed for use. 


The Star Paper Company, Shortsville, N. Y., 
expects to rebuild the Star Millat once. Its in- 
surance is not sufficient to cover the loss by 
about $28,000, the property burned having cost 
$70,000, and being insured for only $36,900 on 
the building and contents. Nothing in the Dia- 
mond Mill was injured except the boiler. It is 
expected to be running within twenty days. 


Allen & Sherman, Plattsburg, N. Y., have 
bought the entire water privilege at the Maine 
mill dam, upon which their pulp mill is situated. 
This purchase includes the large saw-mill, which, 
it is possible, will be converted into a pulp mill. 
This firm manufactures pulp under the Bly pro- 
cess. Arecent number of the Plattsburg Re- 
publican gives a full and interesting description 
of the process and the mill. 


Watson & Morgan, Erie, Pa., have a new mill 
called the Erie Mill. The buildings are all of 
brick, built on stone foundations resting on solid 
rock. The stack is 14 feet square at the base 
and rises to a height of 120 feet. The size of the 
main building is 40x100 feet, two stories. The 
first story contains the main line shafting and 
five 1,000-pound beating engines; second story 
contains the rag cutters and sorting rooms; the 
machine room, 30x110 feet, contains one 84-inch 
double cylinder machine with fifteen drying 
cylinders, built by the Boston Machine Com- 
pany; inthe engine room, 35x35 feet, is one 200 
horse-power and one 40 horse-power engine, 
pumps, filters, &c.; the boiler room, 40x45 feet, 
has three steel 80 horse-power boilers, built by 
the Stevens Manufacturing Company ; the bleach 
house is 30x40 feet, the sizing and saturating 
house, 36x60 feet, with a boiler house, 20x30, 
and tank house, 30x40, attached; warehouse, 
40x80 feet; stock house, 40x80 feet; office, 21x40 
feet, allof brick. The mill is within two squares 
of the depot, and there is a double siding run- 
ning into it from the L. 8. and M. 8. and P. and 
E. railways. In excavating the workmen struck 
a large spring of clear water, which is utilized 
in the mill. The firm is running the mill on 
building and roll manillas,the producing capacity 
being eight to ten tons per day. 





DOMINION OF CANADA. 

Taylor Brothers, Toronto, Ont., are rebuilding 
their lower mill, burned some time ago, and 
will soon be ready to start up. The machine 
was saved, but the actual outlay will be about 
$20,000. The daily product of both mills will 
be 5,000 pounds of manilla, print, felt, &c. 
They are putting the most modern machinery 
into the new mill.

THE MONEY MARKET.—The local money 
market is stringent, the stock brokers having 
paid as high as one-sixteenth of one per cent. 

The 
disbursement of the January dividends and in- 
interest will probably relieve the market in a 
few days. 

The year opens on a depressed stock market, 
most of the active stocks on the list showing 
lower prices than at the close of last week. 

Government bonds open steady, while railway 
bonds are weak in sympathy with the share list. 

The market for sterling exchange was dull, 
and the actual rates of Continental bills slightly 
lower than at the close of last year.

THE PAPER TRADE.—The holidays having 
come and gone, and most business houses having 
completed stock taking, trade may be expected 
to promptly settle down to its regular channels, 
and proceed without further interruptions of 
this character. Although business with the 
jobbing trade generally has been on a rather 
limited scale this week, values continue 
to hold their own very steadily, and there 
is a general feeling that whatever early changes 
may occur in prices will be for the better. This 
view is sustained by the moderate stocks in 
dealers’ hands, the steady employment of manu- 
facturers, and the probability that ice may inter- 
fere with the production. Generally speaking, 
no positive changes have occurred in any par- 
ticular grade of paper since last week, but as 
we turn from the starting-point of the year 
some improvement is looked for very soon. 


JUTE BUTTS.—The market this week is 
somewhat unsettled by the reported large ship- 
ments from Calcutta in December—some 60,000 
bales—and 2 9.16 would now be accepted for some 
round lots afloat and loading, but some holders 
are asking 25%c., and are willing to wait until 
there is a better demand. Bagging quality is 
firmly held on spot and for future delivery 
at 2%@3c. The sales during the week include 
300 to 500 bales at 2%{c. time and interest. Strong 
hands are holding all of the stock on spot and a 
large portion of what is being shipped, and a 
steady market is probable for the next two 
months to come. Those who are anticipating 
lower prices later on may possibly be disap- 
pointed, as they were last year. 

WOOD PULP.—There isa continued active 
demand at steady and unchanged prices. 
Quoted : Spruce, 24¢@2%c. for ordinary, and 
284 @3c. for best makes. The range for poplar 
is 2% @2}c., according to quality. Full former 
prices are well sustained for Chemical Fibre, 
54,@5\¢c. being quoted for Bleached. 


FOREIGN RAGS AND PAPER STOCK.— 
Although we have not advanced far enough into 
the new year to expect any material improve- 
ment in the market, yet from the amount of 
looking around and inquiry on the part of buy- 
ers this week it is evident that manufacturers 
are beginning to disclose the condition of their 
supply, and must very soon provide for the con- 
tingency of running out entirely. There have 
been numerous sales of very small lots of both 
linens and cottons, but no transactions of any 
importance have been reported, and the prices 
made indicate little or no change from those 
noted last week. Included among the number 
were 90 bales Japanese Blue Cottons at 25<c., 20 
tons English Checks and Blues at 3c., 10 tons 
fine Blue Cottons at 3'¢c., 20 tons London Sec- 
onds at 3}<c., 75 bales Scotch Blues at 2}¢c., 25 
tons 8. P. F. Linens at 44¢@4%c., and 20 tons 8. 
P. F, F. do. at 5e. The arrivals during the past 
week aggregate 3,247 bales and bags, embracing 
1,580 bales Rags, 965 bales Old Papers, and 702 
bales Manillas. 


DOMESTIC RAGS.—The domestic rag mar- 
ket has ruled quiet and steady at unchanged 
prices, and the sales since our last have been un- 
important.

COAL.—The market for Anthracite coal has 
been exceedingly dull during the first week of 
the year. Saward’s Coal Trade Journal says : 
“There was no new trade developed, and the 
old orders on hand merely saved the market 
from dropping off into a most ruinous condition 
for the producer. It is not thought that prices 
will change until the opening of the spring sea- 
son, if the operators will only keep the output 
in proportion to the requirements of the market. 
As we have before noticed, the stocks in hand 
are not large, in fact they are less than was the 
case at this time last year. With the opening 
of another year, the coal business may be 
said to wear a more flattering and cheering 
front, and hope for the future takes the 
place of the dullness that has prevailed 
for some time past, There is a change in the 
weather, and the dealer has now an opportunity 
to keep his stock moving. It is difficult to find 
in the annals of the trade a worse month for the 
coal business than was the month of December. 
The Anthracite output last season was the 
largest on the record, but we think the coming 
season will show a heavier output. Bituminous 
and Semi Bituminous coal was sold in very 
largely increased quantities, and there is no 
doubt that more will be taken this year.” Quo- 
tations of Lehigh coal at Port Johnson are: 
Lump, $4.40; Egg, $4.35; Stove, $4.25, and 
Chestnut, $4. Lackawanna is $3.90 for Lump, 
$4.05 for Egg ; $4.20 for Stove, and $3.90 for 
Chestnut.

GROVE’S GAS BATTERY. 


(Continued. ] 
FAURE’S ACCUMULATOR. 

In 1880, M. Camille Faure conceived the idea 
of constructing a secondary battery, in which, 
though the tedious process of ‘ formation” by 
Planté’s process is modified and shortened, the 
ultimate result is the same, namely, to produce 
upon lead plates, immersed in dilute sulphuric 
acid, a coating of peroxide of lead, that can 
readily be reduced to the loosely crystalline 
metallic condition. This M. Faure accomplishes 
by the device of giving to his leaden plates a 
preliminary coating of red lead (minium), made 
up into a paste with dilute acid, and painted 
upon the surface. At first he adopted the spiral 
form of cell, the two plates being separated by 
felt or leather. More recently the rectangular 
form has been reverted to. The present mode 
of construction is as follows: Eleven sheets of 
lead of such thickness as to weigh about two 
pounds to the square foot are cut to the size of 
12 inches by 10 inches, an ear-piece being burned 
on at one corner. Or six sheets are taken ; 
five of them being twice the above size, and 
folded double. These are painted thickly with 
red lead on both sides, and against each side is 
pressed a piece of felt, the face of which is also 
thickly coated with red lead; there being about 
17 pounds of lead and 23 pounds of red lead 
altogether. These sheets are placed side by 
side in a water-tight case, alternate sheets being 
connected together by the projecting flaps. The 
cell is filled up with dilute acid; the total weight 
being about 50 pounds. When thus prepared, 
the cells are ‘“‘ formed” by a process of charging 
by means of the current of a dynamo-electric 
machine, the current being sent through them 
for six or seven days without intermission before 
they are ready for use. The red lead is reduced 
gradually on one side to the metallic state, and 
on the other assumes the condition of peroxide ; 
but the cell does not attain its best condition for 
some weeks. Asitisimportant that the electromo- 
tive force of the charging current should not much 
exceed that of the cells (2.38 volts), it is usual to 
charge a number of cells in series. The internal 
resistance of such cells is stated as being less 
than .0l ohm. The advantage of this system of 
construction is not confined to the saving in time 
of formation : there is the further advantage of 
thus obtaining a much thicker film of the work- 
ing substance than in the Planté accumulator, 
though with the difference that the deposit of 
peroxide is not so regular in its structure. Ac- 
cording to Sir William Thomson, a single cell 
of the spiral form weighing 75 kilogrammes 
(165 pounds) can store 2,000,000 foot-pounds 
of energy. or one horse-power for one hour. 
Their action is more economical, however, 
when the charge is not drawn upon at 
this rapid rate. Economy in working is 
found to accompany slow and regular dis- 
charge. Five or six hours is a more economical 
time for discharge, and then the waste is be- 
lieved not to amount to more than 10 per cent, 
Sir William Thomson states that the probable 
loss of energy in charging is 10 per cent., and 
in discharging 15 per cent.; but he thinks it will 
be advisable in practice to be satisfied with less 
perfect economy than this. According to Rey- 
nier, a Faure cell, containing 56 kilogrammes of 
lead, can store 210,000 kilogrammétres of electro- 
chemical energy ; or at the rate of 3,750 kilo- 
grammétres per kilogramme of lead, or 12,850 
foot-pounds per pound of lead. According to 
M. Géraldy, the figure is slightly less, being only 
3,280 kilogrammétres per kilogramme, or 10,760 
foot-pounds per pound. Such a cell, when on 
short circuit, can, I am informed, furnish for 
ten hours a current of 10 to 14 webers continu- 
ously. 

M. Faure is now constructing larger cells, of 
which, by the kindness of Major Ricarde-Seaver, 
I am enabled to give the following details : The 
leaden plates are about 17 inches long by 124¢ 
wide. About 50 pounds of red lead are used, and 
the 16 sheets of lead themselves weigh about 30 
pounds. The sheets which are toserveas positive 
electrodes are eight hundredths of an inch thick; 
those which are to serve as negative electrodes 
are four hundredths of an inch thick. After 
being painted with red lead they are folded up, 
first in parchment paper, and then in felt, and 
placed in a rectangular box, with narrow strips 
of india-rubber to prevent contact. Such a cell 
requires about 16 pounds of dilute sulphuric acid 
to charge it. The total weight is about 1% 
pounds for each cell. One of these cells, when 
placed on a circuit of small resistance, in which 
one of Ayrton and Perry's galvanometers was 
included, gave the following values of current:

DE MERITENS’ ACCUMULATOR. 


Another modification of the Planté accumu- 
lator has been devised by M. De Méritens. In 
this cell the plates of lead are made up of thin 
lamine, folded one upon another like the leaves 
of a book, or more strictly, like the laths of a 
venetian blind, the whole being soldered to a 
stouter framework of lead. The object of this 
arrangement is to secure a greater amount of 
effective surface. Two such compound plates 
are set side by side in a box containing acid, no 
felt or other separating material being used. 
The plates require ‘‘ forming,” however, by a 
longer process than in the Faure cell. This 
accumulator has been highly spoken of, and 
showed admirable results at the late Electrical 
Exhibition in Paris. No examples have 
yet been brought to England, and I am 
not aware of any exact measurements having 
been made of their power or capacity. It is,

OTHER MODIFICATIONS. 


In investigating the properties of secondary 
batteries I have tried a number of modifications 
of the Planté accumulator, with varying suc- 
cess. I have found that almost any oxide or hy- 
drate of lead will answer instead of red lead for 
the purpose of providing, as in the Faure cell, a 
material to be converted by a process of forma- 
tion into the peroxide of lead. Litharge answers 
well if sufliciently finely divided before being 


painted on. White lead will even answer, but 


not so well. Litharge mixed with a small pro- 
portion of binoxide of manganese works well. 
The formation is rapid, but at first the electro- 
motive force is not so high as in the Planté cell. 


It rises, however, as the process of formation 
proceeds. The binoxide of manganese is not (see 
table) so strongly electro-negative a substance 
as the peroxide of lead.

a stage toward simplification to put on to the 
lead plates a coating of the very substance 
which we desire ultimately to produce there. 
Examination of the plates of a cell in which the 
process of formation has only just begun, shows 


that the lead surface must itself be peroxidized | 


and bitten into before the useful action extends 
to the contiguous portions of oxide or peroxide 
painted over it, and in some stages a yellow 
suboxide, probably essentially litharge, appears 
to be produced as an intermediate product of the 
reduction of the oxide at the cathode. Of this 
intermediate yellow product, however, I can 
find no trace in well-formed cells. As the reduc- 
tion and peroxidation of the coating only begins 
where peroxidation of the leaden sheet has be- 
gun, the relation of density to maximum polar- 
ization, pointed out in an earlier paragraph of 
my paper, becomes of extreme importance. 
Plenty of current, and yetsof an electromotive 
force only just exceeding the maximum electro- 
motive force of the cell, is the rule for charging 
in the early stages of formation. Could a 
spongy lead be produced by any simple metal- 
lurgical process—like the spongy iron of Bisch- 
off’s filters—it would probably prove an admira- 
ble substance from which to form electrodes for 
accumulators. 

COMPARISON OF PLANTE’S AND FAURE’S ACCUMU- 

LATORS. 

No very reliable comparisons between the 
accumulators of Planté and those of Faure, or 
of De Méritens, have yet been made. Seeing 
that in each of these, when completely formed, 
the materials are the same—namely, lead and 
peroxide of lead immersed in dilute sulphuric 
acid—the maximum electromotive force must 
be eventually the same in each. The resistance 
of a cell is simply a question of size and shape. 
The relative strength of current actually fur- 
nished by these cells should therefore merely 
vary with their dimensions. The presence, 
however, of the felt and its coatings of red lead 
introduces resistance into the Faure cell, and as 
some recent determinations of M. Achard show, 
a Planté cell will heat a greater length of plati- 
num wire and do its work three times as quickly 


as a Faure cell, whose surface is of the same | 


amount. One would also expect a priori that 
the layers of peroxide, formed upon the electrode 
by the working of the current itself, should be 
more regular and yield currents with greater 
regularity than the artificial and more rapidly 
formed layers made by painting red lead upon the 
surface. On the other hand, M. Faure points 
out that, taking cells of equal size, a larger pro- 
portion of the weight in his cell consists of the 
working substance. The weight of red lead placed 
in his cells being, for equal amounts of surface, 
about twenty-six times as much as the weight 
of peroxide produced by a ‘“ formation” 
during two years on the plates of a Planté cell 
of equal size. If this be so, it would imply that, 
though its resistance might be greater, and its 
rate of working slower than the Planté cell, the 
Faure cell would accumulate twenty-six times 
as much energy inanequalspace. These figures 
require yet to be confirmed, and they are bardly 
borne out by the statistics of M. Regnier. Still 
less do they justify the extravagant pretensions 
that have been ignorantly set up on behalf of 
the enormous powers of the Faure cell—preten- 
sions which have been angrily combated, though 
it is well to note that neither M. Planté nor M. 
Faure have taken part in this unpleasant recrim- 
ination. The Faure cell will do what the Planté 


cell will not, take in a greater charge, because it |

The foregoing statistics of one se- 
| ries of experiments are taken from the paper 
read by Sir William Thomson at the meeting 
of the British Association at York, September, 
1881. From these experiments, it appears that 
a high degree of economy in lighting by in- 
candescent lamps is really attained. Should 
the accumulator be further improved, to reduce 
the percentage of waste between charging and 
discharging, accumulators will play a very im- 
portant part in future installations, provided 
they can be constructed at a prime cost, lower 
than the present figures. 

At the Paris Exhibition of Electricity, Faure’s 
batteries have been doing excellent work. The 
following details of the separate installations 
will give an idea how many cells are required 
for a given number of Swan’s lamps :
